FORT WORTH 

If you’ve driven along East 
Lancaster Avenue, you may 
have seen a line of tents being 
used by homeless people to try 
to keep warm outdoors despite 
the frigid temperatures that 
have blanketed North Texas 
during the past week. 

Tuesday morning, many of 
the homeless were heading into 
daytime shelters to escape bitter 
cold temperatures that topped 
out in the upper 20s, with an 
overnight low of 23 degrees. But 
not Joe Fithian and his friend 
Patrick McBrayer, who said they 
spent time incarcerated together 
a few years ago. 

They were camped along a 
two-block stretch of East 
Presidio Street, between Poplar 
and Cypress streets, where more 
than a dozen tents were pitched 
and dozens of people were try- 
ing to keep warm — and maybe 
watch a movie. 

“I got a laptop that I bought. 
We'll put a movie on and laugh 
and giggle, you know what I 
mean,” said Fithian, who had 
layers of oversized clothing and 
high spirits. 

Why were they still outside 
while dozens of others piled into 
the True Worth Place day shel- 
ter? 

“The reason why is because 
they’ve either had some prob- 
lems or there’s just too much 
stuff going on,” McBrayer said. 
“And some of them are banned 
or barred from entering.” 

McBrayer said he got himself 
barred from the Presbyterian 
Night Shelter. 

“T had a little whiskey and 
when they saw me taking a sip I 
got barred from coming in for 
six months,” McBrayer said. 
“They’re liberal, but they’re 
stern.” 

McBrayer stopped talking for 
a second to offer Fithian a puff 
on a marijuana cigarette, but

President Donald Trump on 
Tuesday appeared to suggest 
that Huma Abedin, a former 
top aide to Hillary Clinton, 
should face jail time, days after 
the State Department posted 
emails found on her estranged 
husband’s computer that in- 
cluded confidential govern- 
ment information. 

In a tweet, Trump also urged 
the Justice Department to act in 
prosecuting Abedin and former 
FBI Director James Comey,

The president’s tweet comes 
just days after the State Depart- 
ment posted online thousands 
of Abedin’s emails, which were 
captured on the computer of 
Anthony Weiner, her estranged 
husband. 

Those emails - some of 


information -spurred the FBI in 
October to reopen its investiga- 
tion into Clinton’s use of a 
private email server while she 
was secretary of state, although 
the bureau would ultimately 
conclude that the messages 
gave them no reason to change 
their conclusion not to recom- 
mend charges against Clinton 
or any of her aides. 

The tweet also follows a 
Daily Caller report that Abedin 
had “forwarded sensitive State 
Department emails, including 
passwords to government sys- 
tems, to her personal Yahoo 
email account.”

charged, that Clinton and her 
aides were “extremely care- 
less” in their handling of classi- 
fied information, and the presi- 
dent’s tweet seizes on that 
theme. Comey has said, too, 
that while the FBI did not find 
evidence that Clinton’s person- 
al email domain was hacked, it 
would not be likely to see such 
evidence, given those who 
might make such attacks, and 
that hostile actors had gained 
access to the private commer- 
cial email accounts of people 
with whom Clinton was in 
contact.

FWISD has plan to decrease number 
of black girls suspended from school

Sixty-two percent of the girls 
suspended last year in Fort 
Worth schools were black, a 
disturbing trend 
that district 
officials hope to 
change by of- 
fering female 
students more 
support.

Worth schools. Moss said high- 
er suspension rates for all Afri- 
can-American students has 
been an ongoing issue and Fort 
Worth’s statistics reflect a na- 
tional problem. 

Fort Worth, which has more 
than 86,000 students, is de- 
scribed as a majority-minority 
district. The majority of female 
students are Hispanic — 64 


percent. About 23 percent are 
African-American, while white 
students make up about 11 
percent. 

But of the students in pre- 
kindergarten through grade 12 
who were suspended in the 
2016-17 school year, 62 percent 
were black, 31 percent were 
Hispanic, 4 percent were white 
and 3 percent were Asian/ 


Pacific Islander/other. 

The district is moving quickly 
with plans to contract with 
Girls, Inc. of Tarrant County, a 
nonprofit that helps girls ages 5 
to 18 to build their confidence. 
The nonprofit, which began as 
Arlington Girls Club in the 
1970s, has worked with Fort 
Worth schools for several 
years. It also has programs in 
Arlington, Birdville, Crowley, 
Hurst-Euless-Bedford and 
Keller schools. 

“When girls are empowered, 
it brings up their self-esteem,” 
CEO Jennifer Limas said. 

The program, for which the 
district has budgeted $163,500, 
will emphasize leadership.
